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viduals provide the variety and potentiali- 
ties necessary to progress;and (4) that all 
these assumptions apply equally to Negroes 
as to others. 

In these days of crisis we need a reservoir 
of well-trained workers. The seriousness of 
the situation demands that we utilize every 
individual in the task to which he is best 
suited, regardless of race; and the interest 
of national unity requires that everyone be 
given a chance to learn and to work. Ma- 
chines and materials are useless without 
morale; and morale stems from the knowl- 
edge that everyone, regardless of race, color 
and status has an equal opportunity to life, 
liberty, and the pursuit of happiness; that 
we are striving toward common goals; and 


that all will share the benefits in tery 
their abilities and needs. Whatever 
guidance workers do, unless they make gon 
contribution toward developing suffigia 
national unity to preserve our democra 
their work will ultimately be in vain, f 
guidance, i in the truest sense, can exist ¢ 
in a democracy. Guidance workers in 
North have the responsibility to find tales 
wherever it may be, in white skin, brow 
skin, or black skin, or whether in mansic 
or hovels; to give that talent every pos 
opportunity to grow and fructify to 
maximum possibilities; and to exert ¢ 
effort to see that the talent is used ford 
satisfaction of the individual Pome 
and the welfare of the Nation. 
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
